Oregon to Decide Tax Rate 
Issue? Fill Board Posts 


OREGON—Voters of school district No. 88, Oregon, will vote Sat- 


urday on the referendum to raise the educational tax 'rate from .-10 to 
.61 per $100 valuation. The board of education recommends that the 
voters pass the referendum 


The board says a few figures 


show why it is necessary to raise 
the educational rate. The enroll- 
ment in Oregon grade school in 
1945 
was 337 and it, is 605 today. 


It is estimated that the increase 
will continue at about 25 a year. 
In 1945, the faculty was 12 and 
now it is 23. 


Teachers' salaries are said to be 


low in this system. A teacher with 
a degree and 20 years experience 
is paid $3,550 here. ' 


Next year the grade school will 


need three replacement teachers 
and one additional one. 


The present rate of 40 cents was 


established by the resolution of the 
board in 1947. The enrollment has 
increased, teachers and employes 
added and salaries have gone up. 


By June 30, 1954, there will be a 


deficit in the education fund of 
$20,000. If the educational tax rate 
is not increased there will be a 
deficit of about $5,000 a year, the 
board said. • 


The board said in comparison 


with other schools in the area, 
Oregon has the highest teacher 
load and the lowest cost to tax- 
payers per child. 


This vote is for the educational 


fund—not a vote on the building 
fund. Polls are at the city hall and 
are open on Saturday from noon 
to 7 p.m. 


There will be two directors elect- 


ed Saturday at the District 88 
school election.

Opponents of 
Tax Cuts Hold 
On to Views 


Will Not Be Swayed 
By New'Head Tax' 
Proposal in Senate 


WASHINGTON «•)— Two senate 


opponents of a further big cut in 
income taxes said. today their 
stand would not be altered by & 
substitute "head tax" proposal. 


Senators Byrd (D-Va) and Carl- 


son (R-Kan) said in separate inter- 
views they remained against the 
proposed income tax reduction be- 
cause of the substantial net loss of 
revenue involved. 


Sen. Frear (D-Del), one of the 


sponsors of the slash in income 
levies, said he proposed to keep 
all such persons on the rolls by 
making1 them liable for a $5 or $10 
annual "head tax." 


This would continue to make 


them conscious of their responsi- 
bilities as citizens, he said. 


The substitute came to light 


Wednesday after top Treasury of- 
ficials said the income tax cut 
could mean dropping 25 million 
taxpayers from the rolls. 


The income tax plan, co-sponsor- 


ed by Frear and Senators George 
(D-Ga) and Kerr (D-Okla), would 
raise exemptions by $200 this year, 
a 4 ^-.-billion-dollar tax cut, and 
to $400 in 1955, and thereafter, a 
$7,800,000,000 annual slash. 


Secretary of Che Treasury Hum- 


phrey, who strongly opposes any 
additional income tax cut, told the 
senate finance committee Wednes- 
day that 13,200,000 taxpayers out of 
the present 77,700,000 would drop 
off the rolls under a $200 exemp- 
tion increase, and 25,400,000 under 
a $400 boost. 


Byrd noted that a $10 tax on 25 


million persons would bring in 250 
million, just a small part of the 
revenue loss fiom the income tax 
reduction.

troubles can develop. In addition 
to the formation o( stones in the 
gall bladder, it can become acute- 
ly or chronically inflamed. If the 
inflammation or infection comes on 
suddenly the condition is called 
acute TCholecystistis. This is often 
accompanied by pain on the right 
side of'the abdomen, which some- 
times Blends through to the back, 
under:thc right shoulder blade.

In chronic form, cholecystitis has 


much the same symptoms as the 
acute.- variety but they are not so' 
severe.

Jaundice, or yellowness of the

Four Illinois Cities to 
Vote on Local Sales Tax 


Others Will Watch Efforts 
To Sell'Voters New Scheme 


.SPRINGFIELD, 111. W>— -Four 
Illinois cities will vote in the April 
13 primary on adoption of a one 
half per cent local sales tax. 


The referendums in -Peoria,. 


Springfield, .Mount Vernon and 
Cairo will be watched closely by 
officials of many other cities seek- 
ing a cure for financial ills. 


In 1947, the legislature gave 


municipalities power to levy a 
local sales tax provided voters ap- 
proved. The proposition met over- 
whelming defeat in its three tests 
—at East St.' Louis, Danville and 
Kewanee. 


Next Tuesday-will mark the first 


time the issue has been put up 
under auspices of a council-man- 
ager government. The new govern- 
mental form is operating in Peoria 
and Mount Vernon. 


"Acid Test" 


The Taxpayers Federation of Illi- 


nois calls the referendum in Peoria, 
downstate's most populous commu- 
nity, the "acid test of whether any 
Illinois city can sell its voters on 
a city sales tax." 


The Peona council has promised 


if the sales tax wins, a passenger 
car wheel tax and the one cent 
cigarette tax will be repealed, and 
property taxes reduced 5 per cent. 
This would amount to $750,000, to 
be replaced from the million dol- 
lar annual sales tax income. 


The council has pledged to use 


the S250.000 net revenue increase 
for specific purposes: New storm 
sewers and other capital improve- 
ments, new fire stations and en- 
gines, 88 miles of street work, city 
hall modernization and other proj- 
ects. 


The -Taxpayers Federation says

In Mount Vernon, the council has

St. Luke's, Oldest Church in Nation, 
Seeks to Recapture History on Easter 


SMITHFIELD, Va. (NEA)—The 


nation's oldest church near this 
historic village is planning an 
Easter sunrise ser.vice to recapture 
some of the flavor of the original 
Jamestown settlement of 1607. 


For the first worshippers of St. 


Luke's, originally known as the 
"Old Brick Church," may1 have 
included witnesses of the proceed- 
ings of the Virginia assembly. 
Some may have remembered the 
baptism of Pocohontas in 1613. 


It's 
also possible 
that 
other 


church members heard Capt. John 
Smith tell the dramatic story of 
his rescue, with the help of Poco- 
hontas, from Powhatan. Part of 
the original congregation consisted 
of survivors of the Indian massa- 
cre of 1622 that wiped out nearly 
one-third of the Virginia settlers. 
* • « 


St. I.ukc'H has often been called 


"the cradle of Christianity" in this 
country. Its picturesque belfry and 
its buttressed walls with their 
traceried windows, a rare exam- 
ple of Gothic architecture, still 
stand very much as they stood 
when built more than three cen- 
turies ago across the river from 
Jamestown. 


Although the church went un- 


damaged through Bacon's Rebel- 
lion of 1676, some changes took 
place during the years of the Revo- 
lution. 


In 1777, the Vestry was dissolved, 


and after .the Church of Virginia 
was disestablished in 1785, St. 
Luke's was used for only occasion- 
al services during the next 40 
years. 


From 1821 until 1836. the church 


was used 
regularly, 
but 
then 


abandoned after another church 
was built nearby. In 1887, a sum- 
mer storm caved in the roof. But 
the Rev. Davis Barr raised money 
for the repairs and the edifice was 
rcroofed and repaired during the 
years 1889-1894.* • •

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Cancer: Where We Stand Today 


Science Beginning to Learn Factors Tluit Control Growth

NEW YORK (NEA)—The 


exciting thing in cancer re- 
search is that scientists are 
beginning to learn some of 
the factors that control 
growth. The nearly 1000 re- 
searchers who are working 
under American Cancer So- 
ciety grants have pierced the 
intricate veil of chemical mys- 
tery in many places. 


They have found that cancer, be- 


ing abnormal growUi, is a product 
of body chemistry that involves al- 
most every minute function both 
within and without the cell, tlie 
unit of tissue that multiplies by 
dividing. 


Some of this knowledge has been 


made available for clinical experi- 
ments. The desperate efforts to 
halt cancer growth in hopeless 
cases by removing the adrenal 
glands and even the pituitary, the 
body's master gland hidden deep 
in the skull. cavity, were mostly 
met with failure. 


Some 
believed that 
complete 


control of the glands might be a 
means of halting cancer. By re- 
moving these glands and admin- 
istering doses of hormones neces- 
sary to maintain normal body 
processes it seemed, in theory at 


least, that the growth machinery 
might be Ktriclly controlled._

It didn't hu|i{H>n that way. After 


the operations, studies of the pa- 
tients showed that they/were still 
excreting hormones and upsetting 
the possibility of exterior control 
of growth. 


Now from the laboratories comes 


the discovery that when certain 
animal glands are removed, ap- 
parently others take over their 
function. This opens the door to 
further research that may eventu- 
ally bring the goal of endocrine 
control to reality. 


Jn other areas of experimenta- 


tion, science is concerned with 
some of the possible factors that 
upset orderly growth controls and 
start cancer. 


One of these possibilities is that 


some cancers at least are virus- 
caused. One of the striking bits of 
circumstantial evidence for this 
hypothesis is the existence of a 
compound found only in genes of 
the cell's nucleus and also in 
viruses.

Actual viruses have been found 


that produce cancer in animals. A 
substance has been isolated from 
mouse milk that causes breast 
cancer in mice. A cancerous dis- 
ease in chickens is known to be 
virus-caused. A type of rabbit can- 
cer has been verified as resulting 
from a virus. 


• But in man the quest continues 
and no concrete evidence to in- 
criminate a virus yet exists. 


The laboratory search for can- 


cer's origin ranges all the way 
from protein synthesis to genetics. 
The fabulous efforts to break down 
the various intricate parts of pro- 
tein, out of which all tissue is 
built, have produced some results. 


Almost endless combinations of 


elements, 
intricately .contrived, 


form amino acids which are bound 
with each other into fantastic pat- 
terns making up the protein mole- 
cule. Some of these chains of

been analyzed. Chemists now think 
they can soon break down1 some of 
the simpler'proteins.'The remotest 
secrets of growth might then be 
solved. 


What is the rule of the genes? 


Do these sub-microscopic cell par- 
ticles that blueprint the body's 
characteristics hold the final se- 
cret of cancer? Possibly. Scientists 
are learning more about muta- 
tions, sudden changes in a species 
that are handed on to progeny, and 
how they possibly are due to miss- 
ing or misplaced genes. Can simi- 
lar genetic "accidents" be rtfspon: 
slble for tissue changes 'and can- 
cer? We are edging nearer to the 
answer. 


Nearly every system in the body 


is 
under 
experimentation. The 


whole process of metabolism is 
patiently being studied. Certain 
enzymes 
that 
catalyze 
various 


steps are under suspicion and may 
soon be acquitted or convicted. 


One enzyme normally occurring 


in tissues has been found in the 
blood of some cancer 
patients. 


Studies of it are continuing. Even 
plant enzymes that affect growth 
are under investigation. Those re- 
sponsible for the resting stage of 
buds and bulbs may hold clues to 
growth control.* • * 


The chemical attack on cancer 


has been more closely pressed in 
scores of institutions. Mass screen- 
ing of compounds to find one that 
might halt cancer hns turned up 
a few that have a retarding effect 
on growth.. Some of these have 
been used In treating leukemia, 
with 
temporary results. But 


months, and sometimes years, 
have been added to some patients' 
lives.

Conviction 
Of Young 
Is Upheld 


WASHINGTON <#— The U. S. 


court of appeals today affirmed 
the perjury conviction of E. Merl 
Young, a key figure in the senate's 
headline-making investigation of 
Reconstruction Finance Corp. op- 
erations. 


At the same time the court over- 


turned the perjury conviction of 
Young's older brother, Herschel 
Young. 


The brothers, tried separately, 


each received a sentence of four 
months to two years. Both have 
been at liberty on bond pending 
the outcome of their appeals. 


Swear* Falsely 


Mer! Young, 39, was convicted 


of swearing falsely four times be- 
fore the senate investigating sub- 
committee and the federal grand 
jury which returned the indict- 
ments. 


The appeals court, however, 


dealt only with one charge—involv- 
ing Young's'denial that while em- 
ployed by. the RFC, he ever had 
anything to do wih loan applica- 
tions made by the Lustron Corp., 
and ill-fated prefabricated housing 
venture. It held his conviction on 
that count to be "clearly valid." 


The court said that since Young 


received four equal sentences to 
run concurrently it need concern 
itself with only one count of the 
indictment. 


The story of Merl Young's rise 


ii'om a $25 a week government 
messenger to a $7,200 RFC ex- 
aminer was one of the highlights 
of the RFC investigation. 


Mink Coat Deal 


Another was the history of the 


$9,450 pastel mink coat of his wife, 
Lauretta, a White House stenog- 
rapher and previous to that on the 
staff of former President Truman 
when he was a senator. 
"Young testified in his trial that 
he borrowed the money to buy the 
coat from Attorney Joseph H. 
Rosenbaum, who also figured 
prominently in the inquiry. Young 
said he paid oft the loan. Rosen- 
baum was tried for perjury but 
was acquitted. 


In reversing the conviction of 


Herschel Young, the court said it 
was prejudicial error for the gov- 


tacking cancer with more power- 
ful X-rays. In addition to advances 
in surgery—successful operations 
for cancer that would have startled 
the surgeon of 10 years ago—the 
means of saving more and more 
lives each year are steadily ad- 
vancing. These are only a few of 
the highlights in the wide and 
complex map of cancer slowly be- 
ing drafted. It may be necessary 
to chart the last tree in the thick- 
est forest of growth before cancer 
control is discovered. Or it may 
not. Somewhere along the way a 
highroad, up to now only imagined 
in some obscure researcher's mind, 
might suddenly loom clear and 
straight, lending swiftly to the con- 
quest of man's crudest enemy.

Aiito Surplus Is 'Black Market' in Reverse 
'54 Models Sold at Cut Rates on Used-Car Lots Have Auto Industry Nettled

CLEVELAND (NBA)—A new car "black market" in re. 


verse—caused by overproduction instead of shortages—is 
flourishing on used car lots across the nation this spring. 


Instead of being sold at premium prices, as they were 


during the years of wartime scarcity, 1954 models are being 
sold as new cars by second-hand dealers at less than show- 
room prices. 


Many of.them are actually brand 


new cars, obtained by the used car 
dealers through one of several 
methods at wholesale prices, usual- 
ly from overstocked dealers.

Cured TB 
Cases May 
Live Longer

CHICAGO «)—Having tuberculo- 


sis—and being cured of it—may 
actually mean a longer life for a 
person than he would have had if 
he never suffered TB, an insur- 
ance doctor reports, 


Mr. Harry E. Ungerleider of 


New York told the American Col- 
lege of Physicians that this is in 
dicated by a recent analysis of 
725,000 insured individuals and 18,- 
000 deaths In some 132 "impair- 
ment" classifications. 


He said the findings are based 


on the experience of 27 Insurance 
companies. 


"It appears that the discipline 


accompanying cure of his disease 
pays dividends to the tuberculosis 
individual in training him to safe 
guard his health in the future,' 
Dr. Ungerleider said. 


He said persons who survive 


without complications a heart at 
tack caused by blocking of a coro- 
nary artery have a good chance 
of getting life insurance, and he 
added, "This is a concrete indi 
cation of our (insurance compan 
ies') changing attitude 
towards 


coronary disease." 


But he declared the findings re 


garding mortality rates among 
people who have serious hear 
"murmurs" justify the present 
"conservative attitude towards in 
surability" of such people.

There 
are 
several 
standard 


methods of diverting new cars to 
used-car lots: 


First, an authorized dealer may 


take ,a small profit' by selling di- 
rect to the used-car man, usually 
away from his-territory. 


Second, a used-car dealer can 


pose as an auto rental agency or 
an auto fleet leasing company. 


Third, used-car dealers some 


distance away from Detroit can 
trade on freight rates which can 
amount to as much as $400. A 
car can even be bought retail in 
Detroit and. driven through with 
another towed behind to give a 
fine price advantage on the used- 
car lot. 


The South, Southwest and Pa- 


cific Coast are particularly beset 
by "car-legging." 


In Dallas, Tex., several used- 


car lots advertise new cars con- 
stantly. 
A low estimate of the 


number of cars normally on lots, 
given by J. N. Whitehurst. gen- 
eral manager of Authorized New 
Car Dealers of Dallas. Inc., was 
500. 


"The purchasers cannot be sure 


the cars are really new, and, there- 
fore, they lose the factory guaran- 
tee." said Whitehurst. "Also, the 
title might not be clear." 


However, in Kansas City the 


authorized agencies believe the 
bootleg boom is collapsing. They 
estimate 40 to 50 new cars nor- 
mally on the lots, but say seven 
or eight of the lot dealers have 
quit. Their reason: too close pro- 
fits and too many headaches. 


Chicago also reports little boot- 


legging. Ed Cleary, general mnn- 
ager of the Chicago Automobile 
Trade Association, says the organ- 
ization has disciplined only three 
of their 485 members. 


He pointed out, however, that 


the city has a mail-order type es- 
tablishment which claims to get 
17 or 18'per cent discount on new 
cars. It trades with armed forces 
personnel primarily. 


Authorized dealers in Washing- 


ton, D. C., have escaped the com- 
petition, too. A tough dealers' as- 
sociation and a stringent auto 
registration law make under-table 
dealing impossible. They keep a 
close check on serial numbers. 


But one western dealer, recently 


quoted in Automotive News, or- 
dered only 35 per cent of his nor- 
mal quota. He told the factory 
he'd "buy the other 65 per cent 
cheaper on the bootleg market."

On the other hand, the nations 


used-car people have answered 
right back. They particularly do 
not like the word "bootlegging." 


R. W.' Workman, president of the 


National -Used Car Dealers Asso- 
ciation, says "bootlegging" implies 
illegal action. Any used-car dealer

supply of new cars, typify the salen approach of used-car dealers 
with 1954 'models ("under 200 mllrs") for sale. Ad warning about

"We are not pointing: our fingers 


at the franchised dealers, nor do 
we taxe sides," says Workman "We 
are interested in having the term 
'bootlegger' eliminated. If the term 
must be used because of the lack 
of some other name, then it should 
be applied to the right people." 


Regardless of the name it is 


called, the leak of new cars is caus- 
ing a headache to dealers in many 
communities. 


New York papers carry ads for 


cut-priced new cars. The practice 
is rampant in Brooklyn and other 
boroughs. C. Roy Palmer, execu- 
tive vice president of the Brook- 
lyn and" Long Island Automobile 
Dealers Association, says that one 
used-car dealer in Queens County 
sold 2000 new-model cars last year, 
1100 of them one make.

"Many of these cars are not new 


at all," says Palmer. "It's really 
a fraud on the public. These deal- 
ers have no service' department to 


take care of the new cars. An 
authorized dealer spends about 5150 
getting a car ready to sell. These 
people just rip the paper off and 
put the car on the loU" 


On the west coast the gimick is 


the "phantom" freight charge. In 
the San Francisco-Oakland area, 
for instance, the Better Business 
Bureau says the freight rate is $400 
per car. But on one side of the bay 
the rate is reported to be only $300 
per car. 


Most of the used-car dealers 


drive the cars out in caravan, and 
the cost is even less. 


A Better Business Bureau report 


from Seattle said 42 new model 
cars arrived there recently in one 
caravan. Also, in the Los Angeles 
area it is reported that 40 per cent 
of the new Cadillacs sold there are 
"bootlegged."

Program for Evacuation

Would Spend Billions of Dollars to 
Build New Highways for Speedy Exits 


WASHINGTON UP)—Sen. Ferguson (R-Mich) said to- 


day he will sbon sponsor a multi-billion dollar program of 
federal aid to cities for construction of highways to speed 
evacuation in case of enemy attack. 


Ferguson said In an interview 


that if another war came major 
U.S. cities uhould be stripped of 
all but their essential populations, 
such as defense plant workers.. 


Ferguson, chairman of the GOP 


policy committee, persuaded the 
senate to agree Wednesday to a 
10-million-dollar federal aid pro- 
gram to cities for planning and 
building radial and access super- 
highways. 


The money was added to a two 


billion dollar, two-year federal 
road aid program which the sen- 
ate approved by voice vote and 
sent back to the house, which 
earlier approved a similar bill 
carrying $1,800,000,000, the amount 
asked by President Eisenhower. 
Unless the house accepts the big- 
ger figure, a compromise will be 
necessary. 


The senate adopted, after lengthy 


debate, a new formula for distribu- 
ting funds for what is called the 
interstate highway system. Instead 
of allocating these to states on the 
basis of population, area and post 
road mileage, as at present, both 
the senate and house' bills would 
split the total 150-million-dollar 
annual allotment for this purpose. 
Half would be distributed on the 
present basis, uie other half on the 
basis of population alone.

Shopping May Be Like Ride on Merry-Go-Round

NEW YORK (NBA)—Don't be surprised to find a ca- 


rousel and a machine spouting ready-to-eat hot dogs in 20 
seconds the next time you go shopping in your favorite 
supermarket.

For supermarket people.are poised to set off a "second 
retail revolution" with vending machines, electronic'devices 
and revolving counters in an effort to boost sales. These peo- 
ple sparked the first revolution with decentralization and self- 
service of food. 
. , 
• 


They already have some revolu- 


tionary new techniques in action. 
In Pittsburgh, for instance, one 
food super has installed an auto- 
matic-vendor in the store window 
that dispenses doughnuts. It ac- 
counts for 25 per cent of the store's 
total doughnut sales, and 20 per 
cent of these sales come after the 
store is closed. 


Chances are you've had the 


grocery store door slammed in 
your face at closing time on more 
than one occasion. Well, the super- 
markets of the future plan to 
solve this problem by installing 
batteries of machines in the win- 
dows that will sell when the store 
is closed,' as well as when it is 
open. Many stores are 
already 


selling cigarettes through window- 
type automatic vendors. 


Toy With Idea 


Some progressive grocerymen 


are even toying with the idea of 
a store in which the merchandise 
will simply be available for in- 
epection. Here's the way this futu- 


ramic food dream unravels: 


All items will be numbered and 


the shopper will be given a num- 
bered card instead of a shopping 
basket. When the customer se- 
lects an item, the card will be 
punched. The punched card will 
be delivered at the check-out point 
and run through an electric calcu- 
lator and automatically checked. 


Then, the merchandise purchased 


as indicated on the punched card 
will be ready at the check-out 
point, or at a station in the park- 
ing lot. 


Electronic engineers have re- 


cently informed the gadget-happy 
supermarket people that they' can 
see no serious technical problem 
in an "electric eye" installation 
that would flash a signal to the 
retail stockroom immediately when 
the stock of any item on a vertical- 
ly-piled shelf had dropped below a 
certain point. This device should 
BOlve the out-of-stock problem and 
keep the customer's blood pressure 
at a normal level. 


Unique, but listen. One super- 


market in Maryland features sev- 
en electric turntables for food dis- 
plays. Each 
table holds 1,000

In Alabama 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. UP) t— You 


can be sent to prison in Alabama 
and wear the brand of an ex-con- 
vict the rest of your life for no 
more than using abusive language 
or driving a car without a license 


Scores of men, and \vomen too, 


walk into the penitentiary each 
month to serve sentences of a few 
months or a few weeks— or, in 
some instances on|y a few days. 


They're 
checked in, given a 


number, fingerprinted and mugged 
like all other convicts even though 
they may have only 10 days to 
serve, or less. Records at Kilby 
prison tell the incredible story of 
men brought miles across the state 
with a debt to society of one day 
plus court costs which are worked 
out at the rate of 75 cents a day. 


These short-termers are county 


prisoners, convicted of misdcmean' 
ors which carry hard labor sen1 
tenccs of a year or less. Under a 
1927 law, counties can. and do, 
turn county prisoners over to the 
state rather than feed and house 
them. 


In the 1952-53 fiscal year which 


ended Sept. 3, Kilby imprisoned 
981 county convicts. Twenty of 
them had 30 days or less to serve, 
266 had less than 60 days, and 389 
were in for less than three months.

Caesar salad is one of Cali- 


fornia's contributions to the joy 
of living. It is really a full course 
in itself. Helen Evans Brown of 
Pasadena is one of the west's most 
noted food writers. In her treasure 
of a book, "West Coast Cook Book," 
she tells how to produce this great 
salad. Hci'e is what she says: 


Crush a clove of garlic and add 


it to % of a cup of olive oil. Let 
stand overnight. Brown 2 cups of 
croutons, made from stale sour- 
dough French bread, in U cup of 
this garlic oil, stirring them care- 
fully so they will color on all sides. 
Drain on paper toweling. (Or, if you 
prefer, merely toast the bread 
cubes brown in a slow oven.) 


Now break 2 large or 3 small 


heads of romaine into a large bowl, 
grind on a good generous amount of 
fresh black pepper and add }£• tea- 
spoon of salt, the'n dress with »J 
cup of garlic oil. Turn the salad 
until every leaf is glossy with oil, 
then break 2 eggs, cooked 1 min- 
ute, plunk into the middle of the 
salad. 


Now, before the mixing is re- 


sumed, squeeze the juice of a big, 
fat lemon directly over the egg (if 
the lemon is small, use l',2 or even 
2 of them), and mix so that there 
is a thick, creamy look to the let- 
tuce. 


If you wish to include fillets 


of' anchovies, and many say you 
MUST, here is where they are 
added—6 or 8 snipped into bits. 
Now taste it, and don't hesitate 
to use' your fingers. More salt? 
More lemon? Add them, or vinegar 
if you wish. Plenty of experts do 
so. (And others insist on a slug of 
Worcestershire.) 


The seasoning is now as you 


want it, so a good J/3 cup (at least) 
of grated Parmesan is tossed in, 
the salad mixed some more, and 
finally the croutons are added, and 
the salad served at once so they 
won't become limp or soggy. 


T.ike any salad of this kind, the 


artist adds (or subtracts) as he 
goes along, % so Caesar Salad, as 
you make "it, is all your own.

teaspoon grated orange rind, 1 
tablespoon brown sug.tr, ',4 tea- 
spoon salt, J,i cup finely chopped 
walnuts or pecans, 1 tablespoon 
melted butter or margarine, 1 
pound can whole cranberry sauce, 
drained or JELLIED sauce. 


Combine drained, mashed sweet 


potatoes, egg, orange rind, brown 
sugar, and salt. Form mixture into 
six balls and roll in nuts. Put on a 
greased baking sheet.

"I e.xpect it will probably afford 


a preview of the sensation man will 
experience in high-speed rocket 
flight take-off," Fish says. 


This man. who could go down in 


history as opening the door to the 
sensations of flying to the moon, is 
A deceptively quiet, relaxed indi- 
vidual. Long time friends say that 
when you really get to know Fisn, 
however, you discover he's exact- 
ly like the movie-version of a test 
pilot. His attitude is devil-may- 
care, he's "swashbuckling" and he 
has an uncontrolled fondness for 
practical jokes. 


At 40 he shows surprisingly lit- 


tle of the wear-and-tear of one of 
the longest tast pilot careers in the 
business. He's tall and lean and 
only the deep creases around his 
eyes reveal his age. 


Fish is a native of Milwaukee, 


\Vis.. and began flying around the 
dairyland state when he was 18. 
Although only a raw youth he flew 
\vith all of the old pioneers of avia- 
tion, barnstorming with many air 
circuses and shoves. 


In 1940 Fish turned his flying 


talents to more profitable ends, 
accepting the Job he now has with 
Lockheed. Since then he has tes»- 
flown just about every military 
and commercial type plane Lock- 
heed has made. 


He did all the spin tests on the 


old P-38. flew half the dive tests 
on the F-80 and F-94, and did all 
the' certification tests on the Con- 
stellation and Super-Constellation. 


One of Fish's values is that he 


has picked up a comprehensive 
knowledge of the complicated aero- 
dynamic problems involved in.mod- 
ern supersonic flying.

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success of the committee has, he 
says, "a lot of merit." 


'I think it could be useful," he 


told two questioners in an exclu- 
sive recorded interview. Roy M. 
Cohn, the committee's chief coun- 
sel, 
also sat in on the session. 


These are among the questions, 
and McCarthy's answers: 


Q—Some of the chairmen of In- 


vestigating committees have pub- 
lished In the Congressional Record 
a box score of the results of what 
they have done. Do you plan any* 
thing similar to that In the near 
future? 


McCarthy—It hadn't occurred to 


me. It might be a good idea. 


Q—Would you consider keeping 


a running box score week by we«k 
or month by month, or something 
of that sort? 


A—If any of the members of the 


committee wanted it, yes. 


Q—I mean for your own personal 


use. You are always alluding to 
how many Communists ' were In 
such a position or in such place. 
If you keep a box score, wouldn't 
you have it at your fingertips? 


A—I think it is a good idea. In 


fact, it is a good idea for the 
speeches from now on. 


Q—How would you break this 


down, such a box.score, in cate- 
gories? You have talked about 
Communists. You don't usually use 
the words "fellow traveler."- You 
have said the "Communist asso- 
ciates." You have also said "Fifth 
Amendment Communists." Would 
you break that down into grada- 
tions of these people? 


A—-I suppose you ,would have to 


break it down because there is a 
difference between a man who has 
been named an espionage agent, 
a man who has been named as a 
spy in a high planning position, or 
the Communist who is, we will say, 
driving a truck in a defense plant. 
There is certainly no comparison 
between the two insofar as the 
damage they can do is concerned. 


As I say, it is the first time that 


an idea of keeping a box score has 
been broached. I think it has a 
lot of merit. I think it could be use- 
ful. I think, Roy, you should give 
that some thought. 


(J—What is your present figure 


for the number of Communists, 
F i f t h Amendment Communists, 
and of Communist associates, take 
those three categories, on which 
>oti claim you have turned up or 
your committee have turned up? 


A—First, I suppose we will have 


to go back to the old figure of 81 
that I gave to the senate. A sizable 
number of Uie 81 have been re- 
moved'from week to week. 


Q—Those arc the 81 cases you 


cited In that senate speech? 


A—Yes. That included the 57 that 


I mentioned over at Wheeling, W. 
Va. I think the most recent of 
those cases which is getting atten- 
tion is the case of John Paton 
Davies. 


(Davies is counselor to the U.S. 
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embassy at Lima. Peru. He wat 
cleared seven times by State de- 
partment loyalty-security boards, 
and once by the top government 
loyalty review board under the 
Truman administration. Secretary 
of State Dulles has announced that 
Davies will go before a special 
security board to clear up "con- 
flicting points" raised in a new 
investigation.) 


What will be done about his case, 


I don't know. I frankly couldn't at 
this time give you a complete list 
of the 81 who have been removed 
from government. In the book that 
I wrote a short time ago—not a 
short time ago—two years ago we 
had a list, which is not up to date 
now. 
I have no way of following 


the 81 except by a personal investi- 
gation. Under the present rules, 
under the old Truman oruer, we 
cannot get that information from 
the government. In other words, 
whether they were discharged for 
security reasons, loyalty reasons 
or what. 


As to defcnsf plants, Roy, how 


many took the Fifth Amendment 
who were working in defense 
plants? Do you remember the fig- 
ures? 


Cohn—In public session it was 


something over 30 who were fired 
as a result of the investigation. 


McCarthy—What is the figure of 


81 that somebody gave me the 
other day? 


Cohn—That is a composite fig- 


ure. 


McCarthy—That includes more 


than Fifth Amendment cases? 


Cohn—It includes Fifth Amend- 


ment cases but not all of them 
were currently employed at that 
time. 


McCarthy—So as of now, Roy, 


you would say that over 30 who 
were in defense plants, which 
plants in turn were handling classi- 
fied defense work, have appeared 
before the committee and refused, 
to answer whether they were Com- 
munists on the grounds of self- 
incrimination; some of them even 
refused to answer whether they 
would sabotage the plant if they 
were ordered to do so by the Com- 
munist party, and they have all 
been either suspended or fired. 


Cohn—That is conservative. . 
McCarthy—I might say that Gen- 


eral Electric, which does a lot of 
defense work, adopted the rule of 
removing Fifth Amendment Com- 
munists after we started our hear- 
ings. Then, of course, keep in mind 
also that at Ft. Monmouth, accord- 
ing to the news stones, some 32 
individuals were suspended. That 
doesn't mean that they were all 
guilty. Some of them were rein- 
stated because they were called 
before our committee and acquit- 
ted themselves very well, showed 
they had some Communist connec- 
tion a number of years ago but 
convinced the army authorities, 
who were listening, that they were 
not bad secunty risks. I don't know 
how many of the 30 odd have been 
reinstated because we have been 
tied up in other work recently. 


Q—In connection with that— 
McCarthy—Can I state just oni 


other thing? I think you ought to 
pick out some of the worst cases. 
You would take someone like Lo- 


(vine who was handling top secret, 
had been for 10 years, in tele- 
communications. They do top se- 
cret radar and electronic work, 
and "crypt." The day we served 
the subpoena, on Dec. 13. she did 
say she was not an espionage agent 
but refused to tell whether or not 
she had been delivering secret ma- 
terial to espionage agents. 


Q—L-E-V-A-N? 
Cohn—Ruth L-E-V-I-N-E. 
McCarthy—She was before • th« 


committee on the 16th, called on 
the 13th. Incidentally, the security 
officer over there I think has been 
doing a pretty good job, don't you, 
Roy? 


Cohn—Yes. He is a former FBI 


man. 


McCarthy—No matter how good. 


a job they are doing keep in mind 
they can't put a witness under 
oath and swear them, 'subject them 
to indictment for perjury if they 
testify falsely. So the committee 
has quite an advantage in digging 
them out.
